Ho dooa not doubt the sincer- 
ity, rectitude oro-tpertnesa of Investigation 
ou hoard tlio Haltlmore, tot will rooogrilzB 
only tho Jurisdiction and authority of hia 
own country to judge and punish the guilty 
In Chilian torrltory. He says tho aduilul-tru- 


tlveand judicial authorities hvrobeen In- 
vestigating affairs, that the judicial Investi- 
gation under Chilian law IB secret and the 
time Is not arrived to xc&ke kn^wn the re- 
sult; when that time do«a Brrfr«, will 
communicate result, although he does not 
recognize any other authority competent 
to judge criminal cases tliaii that established 
by tho Chilian people. Until the time ar- 
rives to disclose tho result 6f investigation 
he cannot admit that the disorders In Val- 
paraiso or the silonce of his department 
should appear as an expression ot unfriend- 
liness towards the government of the United 
States which might put lu peril the friendly 
relation between the two countries. 


The Spirit of tho London Press. 


LONDON, Oct. 80.—The Telegraph re- 


ferring- to the Chilian troubles, says; 
"President Harrison was perfectly 
justified in acting-as he did. Doubtless

Elan's 
appointment 
has 


turned out to be tbe worst that could 
have been made. His action was a no- 
torious violation of the obligation of 
neutrality.

Chili will nght, and that the United 
btates is now in a position where it 
must ng-hl, or retreat with dishonor, 
No person of responsibility has yet 
been found who doubts that America 
will come out foremost in the end, but 
the geaeral expression is that Chili will 
have for the present a decided advan- 
tage. 


The sentiment of the 
mercantile 


houses trading- with Chili is strongly 
against war, and the nitrate interests 
are also opposed to it, on the ground 
that war might result In the United 
States, through an arrangement with 
Peru, p-etting- control of the nitrate de- 
posits; also that a successful -war would 
have tlie effect of raising1 American 
prestige in South America to the detri- 
ment of England. 


The change of feeling since yester-

except in the present instance. 


Commodore Miller testified to the 


correctness of the chart and plotting of 
the course of the Despatch which 
eh owed that the vessel most have sailed 
almost directly over the anchorage of 
the Winter Quarter light-ship. 


Other officers testified as to the red 


light, and the court adjourned.

THE FAMED KILKENNY CATS OUTDONE 


Incidents, Amusing and Otherwise, ol 


(he Struggle Wednesday Night—An- 


other Great Battle Last Night, 


With More Broken Heads. 


COHK, Oct. 80.—The rioting- was re- 


newed last night in more desperate 
form than before. Mr. Wra. O'Brien 
had been invited to address a McCarthy- 
ite meeting in the suburbs of Cork. 
The AfcGarthyites were armed with 
atout sticks, and many of them had 
their pockets well loaded with missiles, 
prepared to resist any attack of the 
enemy. A solid 
bodyguard closed 


around Mr O'Brien, to protect him in 
case of an onslaught. 
Meantime the 


Parnellites were not sleeping 
They 


gathered hi the heart of the city, in 
an enormous crowd, with banners, 
torches and bands, the bands playing 
* 'Croppies Lie Down," ' 'McKenna's 
Dream" and other soul-stirring airs of 
'98, mingled with "God Save Ireland" 
and "The Conquering Hero Comes," 
the latter being an allusion to Mr. Wm. 
Redmond who sat in an open car, wav- 
ing a handkerchief and shouting words 
of encouragement to his followers. 


The Parnellites marched on until 


they reached the anti-Parnflllies meet- 
ing. A hoarse cry of defiance went up 
from the McCarthyites 
At this chal- 


lenge the Parnellites broke whatever 
semblance of rank they had, and 
dashed 
w ildly 
n pon 
the 
enemy, 


brandishing blackthorns, and howling 
at the top of their voices. The two 
crowds met fiercely, neither giving 
way. 
Sticks descended on skulls, com- 


batants grasped each other and rolled 
in the dirt, and blows, kicks and epi- 
thets were exchanged with an energy 
that meant victory or hors du combat 
Stones flew hither and thither, and Mr 
O'Brien, where he stood attempting to 
be heard and to say something to quiet 
the furious encounter, received a severe 
blow in the rear from a missile that 
was thrown. 


The struggle wns hand to hand, and 


men could be seen now and then stag- 
gering out of the melee covered with 
blood. Among- the combatants could 
be seen the big form of Jack O'Connor, 
his blackthorn waving like the plume 
of Nararre. 


The police had not anticipated any 


serious riot at this point, owing to its 
remoteness from Parnellite centers. It 
was some time, therefore, before they 
could effectually interfere. 
But at 


length, having been hastily reinforced, 
they charged upon the combatants, 
striking right and left with their 
batons. The McCarthyites fell back; 
but not so the Parnellites. 
Theso 


obstinately 
held 
their 
ground, 


Jack O'Connor boldly facing the police 
and refusing to give way. Mr \Yin. 
Redmond was equally determined, and 
the police, treating them aa the lead- 
ers of the onslaught, at length set 
upon them In earnest and gave both a 
terrible clubbing that disabled them. 
"With the leaders knocked out, the lines 
gradually fell baclc and the battle was 
over for a time. 


It is said that that number of bruised 


and broken skulls was even greater 
than in Wednesday's fight, and proba- 
hly a good many will not be able to do 
any more rioting until after election. 
""Late last night Jack O'Connor was 
having Ms wounds hastily dressed, and 
declared his intention to be in the field 
again to-day. The Parnellites look on 
aim as their war lord, and would be de- 
pressed by his absence.

According to reports the Junta has 


promptly refused to become responsible 
for the outrages upon American sailors 
at Valparaiso, for which oar government 
has demanded indemnity for the families 
of those killed nnd disabled, together 
with a saUnble npology. This position 
is equivalent to saying that it will neither 
apologize nor pay indemnity, nnd there 
seems to be bat one course open for our 
government, and that is to enforce its de- 
mands under the BOreamiog shells of an 
American Heet. 


In anticipation" of this ultimatum the 


English press bus become an interoeder 
for Ohili,on the ground that the United 
States is strong and Chili is weak. In 
this England is prompted more by En- 
glish interests ia Chili than philan- 
thropy. England has a history so full 
of incidents ehowiog her disposition to 
bully weak nations aa to render her at- 
tempt to lecture the United States on 
this point most ridiculous, For forty 
years she has bullied hapless savage 
tribes in tho moat cruel manner. She 
has also bullied weak Bonth American 
nations and some ol those of the islands 
of the seas. And even to-day she has 
standing against Ohili a claim for $00,- 
000,000, or S20 per capita of the total 
population oC that government, based 
upon trumped-up losses on account of 
the recent revolution. England invoking 
mercy for Chili in face of these facts is 
like the lion weeping for the lamb it has 
just devoured.

England's solicitude for Chili grows 


solely out oC her interests in that coun- 


try, 
which might be disturbed should 


Uncle Sam begin business in earnest. 
Wo predict that Freoident Harrison will 
not be swerved from the line of dnty by 
any etich hypocritical tears as England 
now sheds.

Tho chances are that these accusations

case ot Jefferson Trickle vs. The State. 
The amount of the claim in this case was 
only 8100, bnt there has been a good deal

whether State scrip issued in 1810 oan be 
collected at this time. Toward the close 
of the year 1810 Martin B. Mason, of 
Knox county, as the administrator of the. 
estate of his father, Jacob Mason, who 
died in 1837, tamed over to Jefferson 
Trickle, bis brother-in-law, a 8100 piece 
of State canal scrip ss part of his share 
ot the estate, 


Mr. Tnckie never presented this eon p 


for payment until Aug. 1,1882, when hia 
claim was filed with the Anditor of Pub- 
lic Accounts. The claims Commissions, 
after securing an opinion from the At- 
torney General, and after making a 
thorough examination ot the authorities 
on the enpject, now decides that the 
claim is barred by the statute ot limita- 
tion nut having been presented within 
two years from the time the claim may 
have sneer), nor prior to Jan. 3. 1819. 
Commissioner Kay files an additional 
opinion, in effect that the Commission 
has no jurisdiotion]of the claim. Heaajs: 
"I think tbe claim should be praaented 
to the Legislature, in order, if eatisfied 
the paper evidenced a legal demand, it 
should determine whether public policy 
demands that the statute of limitations 
should be enforced." 


A Young- Iiawyer Goes Crazy. 
John W. Doake, a promising young at- 


torney of Paris, 111., became suddenly 
insane while on a business trip to tne 
northern part ot the county yesterday 
and appropriating a horse and carriage 
belonging to Charles Boone he drove 
thirteen miles to the city in less than on 
hour.
